Farm-Help Proposals 


The Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion heard a talk from the editor of a farm 
paper, who told them some things they 
cannot have liked to hear, but to which 
it is time the manufacturers and everyone 
else gave some candid attention. He told 
them Canadian agriculture is in a bad 
way, which is not news. And he suggested 
three lines of action to better the position 
of our basic industry. 

One was to substantially reduce the 
tariff and make a drive for foreign mar- 
kets for farm products. 

The second was to establish artificial 
prices for farm products in Canada, and 
pay a bonus on exported products. 

The third was to raise taxation high 
enough to compensate farmers by direct 
payment and put them on an equal foot- 
ing with other classes. 

These three proposals seem to about 
cover the ground and include all the 
schemes yet advanced for stabilizing the 
farming business. What the manufactur- 
ers think of them will be interesting to all 
who are interested in the general welfare, 
for the country cannot prosper while the 
farmers are hard up. This will be not only 
interesting, but highly important as well. 
The manufacturing industry is vital to the 
general well-being of our people. It en- 
gages so large a proportion of the popula- 
tion that it is a potent factor in the 
deciding of national policies. 

If the manufacturers can work out a 
better plan than any of these for strength- 
ening the buying power of the farmer, 
they have a very direct interest to do so. 
To what extent they are willing, or able, 
to back the proposal for lower tariffs and 
a drive for foreign markets may deter- 
mine whether and how far this can be 
done. At least they have shown public 
spirit in listening to a presentation of the 
situation, and of the presently suggested 
solutions, any one of which would affect 
them very directly.
